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POWWOW  RIVER  RAILROAD  STATION 

This  station  was  built  about  1896  and  was  used  until  1932 
when  passenger  and  freight  service  was  discontinued.  John  W. 
Buswell  was  crossing  tender '  and  freight  agent  at  Powwow 
prior  to  the  building  of  the  station.  Freight  was  received  at  his 
store  located  south  of  the  track,  adjacent  to  the  present  over- 
pass. He  became  the  first  station  agent  and  continued  as  ticket 
and  freight  agent  until  1911.  Mr.  Buswell  also  operated  a  cider 
mill  next  to  his  store  which  was  patronized  by  some  of  the  con- 
ductors on  the  passenger  trains.  It  has  been  reliably  reported 
that  the  excellence  of  the  cider  had  a  direct  effect  on  the 
numerous  delays  of  the  departure  schedules  from  Powwow. 

Mr.  Buswell  was  replaced  by  Charles  Allen,  who  in  turn 
was  succeeded  by  A.  Pudgely  until  1914,  when  Frank  A.  J. 
Avery  assumed  the  duties  at  the  station  until  all  services  were 
discontinued  in  1932. 

The  station  was  sold  Sept.  18, 1935  to  Charles  L.  Philbrick 
of  East  Kingston,  who  had  the  building  moved  in  June  1937  to 
the  present  location  on  Route  108,  halfway  between  Powwow 
and  East  Kingston.  The  building  was  completely  renovated  and 
is  now  the  home  of  Heniry  F.  Lewandowski,  Sr.

WHEREAS,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority 

to  adopt  land  use  and  control  measures  to 

reduce  future  flood  losses  pursuant  to  N.H. 

RDA  Chapter  31,36,156,156A, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED, 

that  this  Town  Meeting  hereby, 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Ad- 
ministration that  it  intends  to  enact  and  main- 
tain in  force  for  those  areas  having  defined 
flood  hazards,  adequate  land  use  and  control 
measures  with  effective  enforcement 
provisions  consistent  with  the  Criteria  set 
forth  in  Section  1910  of  the  National  Flood  In- 
surance Program  Regulations;  and

3.  Appoints  the  Building  Inspector  to  main- 
tain for  public  inspection  and  to  furnish  upon 
request  a  record  of  elevations  (in  relation  to 
mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor  (including 
basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  im- 
proved structures  located  in  the  special  flood 
hazard  areas.  If  the  lowest  floor  level  is  below 
grade  on  one  or  more  sides  the  elevation  of 
the  floor  immediately  above  must  also  be 
recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action 
within  its  powers  as  may  be  reasonably 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the 
program.

waters  into  the  systems  and  discharges  from 
the  systems  into  flood  waters,  and  require  on- 
site  waste  disposal  systems  to  be  located  so 
as  to  avoid  impairment  of  them  or  contamina- 
tion from  them  during  flooding,  pursuant  to 
N.H.RSA  36:21.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
Town  of  East  Kingston,  N.H. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  significant  ac- 
complishments, procedures  and  problems  encountered  during 
the  past  year. 

As  a  result  of  Town  Meeting,  the  Brailsford  land  and 
building  were  purchased.  Survey  of  the  land  indicates  the 
Town  added  approximately  1.2  acres  of  land  to  its  holdings 
around  the  Town  Hall.  In  the  fall,  fill  was  available,  gratis,  from 
the  contractor  screening  stone  along  the  railroad  right  of  way. 
Robert  Rossi  was  contracted  to  haul  and  spread  the  fill  expan- 
ding the  parking  area  considerably.  Union  Cemetery  was  also 
surveyed  to  accept  a  gift  of  land  from  Mr.  Charles  Monahan 
which  consisted  of  an  additional  50  feet  of  land  along  the 
previous  boundaries.  We  wish  again  to  express  our  apprecia- 
tion to  Mr.  Monahan  for  his  generosity. 

In  observance  of  the  Bi-Centennial,  the  Selectmen  took 
the  liberty  of  making  some  improvements  at  the  Town's  War 
Memorial.  A  fence  was  erected,  plague  sand-blasted,  flagpole 
painted  and  new  shrubs  planted.  Also,  the  Bi-Centennial  Com- 
mittee conducted  a  successful  program  of  events  during  the 
year.  We  extend  our  thanks  to  members  of  the  Committee  and 
the  many  friends  who  worked  so  hard  in  their  support. 

A  Noise  Ordinance  was  adopted  in  September  upon 
recommendation  of  Chief  Morrill.  The  ordinance  deals 
specifically  with  vehicle  noise  and  operation. 

Several  procedures  were  changed  during  the  year.  They 
include  as  follows: 

A  new  Building  Permit  and  Application  was 
designed  and  implemented. 

Credit  Cards  for  gasoline  purchases  were 
issued  to  both  Fire  and  Police  Departments  and 
guidelines  established  for  their  use.  This  enables 
the  Town  to  automatically  be  credited  the  Federal 
Gas  Tax  which  was  not  the  case  in  the  past. 

Work  is  progressing  steadily  on  the  Tax  Map. 
Maps  are  currently  in  our  possession  for  review  and 
final  completion  of  the  project  is  slated  for  late  spr- 
ing. 

In  July,  the  Town  was  officially  accepted  into 
the    Federal    Flood    Control    Program    enabling 
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residents  located  in  designated  Flood  Areas  to 
purchase  Flood  Insurance. 

Due  to  increased  Town  business,  effective  this 
past  January,  the  Selectmen  will  meet  twice  a 
month  on  the  •'^econd  and  Fourth  Monday  of  each 
month.  Various  pieces  of  office  equipment  were 
purchased.  They  include  two  Electronic  Adding 
Machines  (Selectmen  and  Tax  Collector),  (Office 
Chair  (Town  Clerk),  Typing  Table  (Selectmen)  and 
Apeture  Card  File  (Tax  Map). 

You  will  note  in  this  year's  Warrant  an  article  ap- 
propriating funds  to  survey  the  Hillside  Cemetery  and  ad- 
joining Parsonage  land.  Boundaries  for  the  cemetery  are  faidy 
well  defined,  however,  the  Parsonage  land  boundaries  cannot 
be  established  with  present  records.  The  future  value  of  this 
land  warrants  an  official  survey  to  lay  out  the  bounds  and  have 
them  properly  recorded.  In  reviewing  other  pieces  of  Town 
land,  similar  problems  exist,  with  increasing  Real  Estate  values 
and  vagueness  of  descriptions  the  necessity  to  survey  other 
parcels  in  the  Town's  holding  becomes  apparent. 

Again  you  will  note  an  article  dealing  with  the  Brailsford 
garage.  The  funds  will  be  used  for  remodeling  the  garage  so 
that  it  may  be  used  as  Town  Offices.  Plans  are  to  have  ade- 
quate office  space  available  to  house  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Police  Department.  The  amount  of  business  and  Town  records 
involved  in  these  two  Departments  is  rapidly  reaching  the  point 
where  an  adequate  facility  is  needed.  Presently  Town  Records 
are  not  centralized  due  to  inadequate  space  in  residences  thus 
records  are  separated  making  it  difficult  to  operate  efficiently. 
We  ask  your  serious  consideration  in  supporting  this  project  so 
that  a  dire  need  may  be  satisfied. 

Again  on  behalf  of  the  Historical  Committee  we  are  seek- 
ing Historical  Documents  and  information  to  support  their 
worthwhile  efforts.  Any  one  with  pictures  or  documents  perti- 
nent to  the  Town's  History  is  urged  to  bring  them  to  the  Com- 
mittee's attention.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for  proper 
fireproof  storage  or  copying  of  relevant  materials.  We  urge  all 
of  you  to  participate  in  this  most  worthwhile  effort.

(3)  Percolation  test  and  soils  analysis  pit  for  individual  sep- 
tic systems  and  sub-divisions  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
presence  of  the  Building  Inspector,  Health  Officer  and 
Representative  from  the  Planning  Board.  A  fee  of  five  (5) 
dollars  will  be  assessed  for  each  soils  analysis  pit  inspected.

The  Santa  Glaus  Parade  and  Children's  Christmas  Party 
was  held  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  This  was  made  possible 
through  donations  from  the  Police  Association,  Firemen's 
Association,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  Kinchla,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Donovan,  Mr.  William  Rosenberg,  a  raffle,  and  cake  sale  held 
at  Poggio's  Store.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Depart- 
ment has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility. 
Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State 
Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden 
and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens 
to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  out- 
side fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing 
a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at 
such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire 
organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and  equip- 
ment for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in 
one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  20  years.

Don't  go  back  inside 

Okay,  you've  called  the  fire  department  and  evacuated 
your  burning  home.  But  what  if  you  discover  someone  is  still 
inside — a  child  or  other  family  member? 

That  question  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  fire  emergency 
questions  to  answer. 

Obviously,  it  is  dangerous  to  go  back  in  for  any  reason.  It 
only  takes  30  to  90  seconds  to  reach  a  50  per  cent  carbon 
monoxide  level  in  the  bloodstream  after  exposure  to  a  5  per 
cenr  carbon  monoxide  atomosphere.  An  average  residential 
fire  can  easily  rach  that  concentration,  where  two  or  three 
deep  breaths  may  kill  outright.  Usually,  consciousness  is  lost 
when  the  blood  monoxide  level  reaches  40  per  cent.  Even  a  1 
per  cent  carbon  monoxide  atomsphere  can  cause  a  50  per  cent 
bloodstream  level  in  two  and  one-half  to  seven  minutes,  depen- 
ding on  physical  activity. 

However,  knowing  the  danger  does  not  always  tell  the 
heart  what  it  must  do.  Also,  a  social  stigma  seems  to  fall  upon 
anyone  who  does  not  dare  a  courageous,  albeit  fool-hardy, 
attempt  to  rescue  a  child  or  other  family  member. 

But  fire  authorities  insist  that  rescue  usually  is  faster  and 
more  certain  if  it  is  left  to  the  fire  department. 

'They  have  the  training  and  equipment,  and  they'll  arrive 
in  only  a  few  minutes. 

"Besides,  if  you  go  back  inside,  you'll  actually  make  the 
time  element  longer.  For  they  won't  know  you're  in  there,  too, 
and  you  won't  be  able  to  tell  them  where  the  potential  victim 
is." 

Fire  Departments  stress  the  importance  of  home  fire  drills 
with  "an  established  assembly  point  outside,  so  you  can  count 
heads  after  evacuation."  (Some  parents  have  charged  back 
into  a  burning  building  to  rescue  a  child  who  was  already  out- 
side.) 
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Make  sure  it's  out 

The  telephone  rule  also  applies  after  you  extinguish  a 
small  fire  in  your  home.  To  make  sure  it's  out,  call  your  fire 
department. 

What  if  it  was  a  very  small  fire,  and  you're  sure  you  ex- 
tinguished it  completely? 

Don't  be  sure.  You  can't  afford  to  be  wrong.  Some  types 
of  fires — deep-seatv,d  or  in  hidden  places — can  travel  invisibly, 
only  to  flare  up  at  a  later  time. 

Even  if  you  douse  the  flames  of  an  upholstery  or  bedding 
fire,  the  stuffing  or  deeper  layers  could  still  be  smoldering.  As 
soon  as  the  fire  eats  its  way  back  to  the  surface,  the  top  layers 
will  burst  into  flame  again — sometimes  hours  after  the  original 
blaze. 

A  fire  that  starts  against  a  wall  or  on  a  floor  can  fool  you  in 
much  the  same  way.  The  space  between  walls  or  under  a  floor 
is  just  the  kind  of  hidden  area  where  a  fire  can  build  up  its 
strength  for  another  attack  (fire  fighters  call  it  a  "rekindle"). 

Suppose  a  fire  starts  in  a  pile  of  papers  under  the  base- 
ment stairs.  You  put  the  fire  out — you  think — without  any  dif- 
ficulty. But  you're  left  with  a  nagging  feeling  the  fire  might  still 
be  lurking  in  a  cranny  you  can't  easily  inspect. 

Now  let's  say  you're  reluctant  to  call  the  fire  department 
because  you  don't  want  to  bother  them  and,  maybe,  because 
you  think  they'll  either  be  irritated  at  you  or  laugh  at  you  after 
they  arrive  and  confirm  that  the  fire  is  out.

Our  Association  has  provided  health  services  to  your 
town  for  several  years.  Your  Town's  contribution  to  our  capital 
funds  has  been  on  the  basis  of  $1.05  per  capita  during  that  time. 
Meanwhile  the  cost  of  living  index  has  continued  to  rise.  We 
again  will  not  request  an  increase  per  capita,  but  will  try  to 
manage  by  using  updated  population  figures  recently  obtained 
from  your  town  office.  We  have  been  using  1970  figures  and  in 
some  cases,  I  think,  even  earlier  ones.  We  strive  to  provide 
quality  health  care  at  the  lowest  possible  cost.  The  updated 
population  figure  for  East  Kingston  is  960,  which  at  $1.05  per 
capita  will  make  the  visiting  nurse  appropriation  for  your  town 
for  1977  $1,008.00. 

A  total  of  173  Nursing,  Physical  Therapy,  and  Home 
Health  Aide  Visits  have  been  made  to  the  residents  of  East 
Kingston.  In  addition  to  this  35  units  of  service  have  been 
provided  to  the  residents  of  East  Kingston,  either  through  Well 
Child  Clinics,  Blood  Pressure  Clinics,  or  other  programs. 
These  figures  are  for  a  ten-month  period  from  January  1,  1976 
through  October  31,  1976.

December  31,  1976 

This  year  we  have  had  the  opportunity  of  sharing  some  of 
the  results  of  our  past  research  in  the  form  of  a  booklet  com- 
piled and  published  by  the  Bicentennial  Committee.  Of  par- 
ticular satisfaction  to  us  is  the  inclusion  of  womens  names  on 
the  list  of  first  settlers  of  the  East  Parish.  Previous  listing  have 
recongnized  men  only,  by  name  and  family.  Increasing 
genealogical  files  have  enabled  us  to  identify  many  wives  by 
both  first  and  maiden  names. 

Pictures  taken  for  publication  in  this  year's  booklet  and 
given  to  us  have  been  combined  with  others  and  placed  in  an 
album  along  with  a  map  showing  their  location. 

Two  books  of  records  have  been  copied  this  year.The  first 
is  the  original  book  of  parish  records  begun  in  1738  covering 
the  years  through  1788.  It  is  written  in  the  old  script  and 
language  of  that  time.  The  second  is  a  combination  of  sexton's 
book,  listing  dates  of  burials  and  town  book,  listing  deaths  from 
1825  to  1902. 

Early  land  transfer  records  have  been  organized  into 
grantor-grantee  files  within  their  land  divisions. 

We  would  like  to  call  attention  to  a  special  file  drawer  at 
the  town  library  which  is  being  arranged  for  general  usage.  It 
contains  the  above  mentioned  parish  records,  sexton's 
records,  photo  album,  and  a  copy  of  the  Bicentennial  booklet 
as  well  as  early  tax  lists,  church  records,  petitions,  maps, 
cemetery  listings,  and  articles  written  about  the  town  in  the 
1880s,  as  well  as  such  genealogical  information  as  is  known  at 
this  time.  We  hope  it  will  be  of  interest  and  use  to  all. 

The  search  for  material,  deeds,  pictures,  etc.  to  copy  for 
our  files  continues.  Today's  copying  processes  allow  this  to  be 
done  quickly  and  safely  and  the  original  material  to  be  returned 
to  it's  owner.

The  Bicentennial  Committee  this  year  culminated  all  its 
thoughts  and  efforts.  We  were  accepted  a  Bicentennial  com- 
munity in  February  and  held  a  ceremony  on  May  14  at  the 
Elementary  School.  There  was  a  raising  of  the  flag  and  presen- 
tation of  the  certificate  to  the  Selectmen  by  representatives  of 
the  State  American  Revolution  Bicentennial  Administration. 
The  school  children  and  teachers,  many  dressed  in  Colonial 
costume,  participated  with  songs  and  recitations.  Each  grade 
planted  a  Liberty  Tree  at  the  Elementary  School.

Included  in  it  were  old  land  grants,  roads,  families, 
houses,  etc.  Most  of  the  material  was  gathered  and  researched 
by  the  Historical  Committee.  Also  many  pictures  were  provid- 
ed by  them.  A  special  thanks  goes  to  Reggie  and  Sharon 
Webster  who,  along  with  their  staff,  did  all  the  typesetting, 
layout  and  production  of  the  book. 

On  September  25,  we  held  a  Parade  and  Family  Day. 
The  parade  would  not  have  been  possible  without  Ed  Morrill 
and  the  Police  Department,  who  helped  acquire  bands,  par- 
ticipation from  the  Sheriff's  Office,  and  general  organization. 
Thanks  also  to  Bob  Belcher  and  the  Firemen,  who  not  only 
helped  moneywise  but  with  their  manpower.  A  special  note  of 
appreciation  goes  to  Frank  Briggs  who  organized  and  ran  the 
Family  Day.  This  was  a  town  effort  from  the  Selectmen,  to 
clubs  and  organizations  who  had  floats,  individuals  with  their 
oxen,  horses,  etc.,  to  those  who  dressed  and  joined  in  walking 
the  parade  route.

During  1976  your  conservation  commission  reviewed  four 
dredge  and  fill  applications.  If  a  citizen  of  the  town  intends  to  es- 
tablish a  pond  or  alt  :r  or  improve  in  any  way  a  natural  stream 
or  water  flowage  he  is  required  to  obtain  a  permit  from  the 
State  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission.  Forms 
for  this  purpose  are  available  from  the  Town  Clerk.  Informa- 
tion is  available  from  any  member  of  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  presently  involved  in  an 
educational  project  in  conjunction  with  surrounding  towns. 
This  project  is  entitled  Southern  New  Hampshire  Waters. 
More  information  on  this  will  be  forthcoming. 

During  1976  much  time  was  devoted  to  studying  the 
watershed  areas  within  East  Kingston  in  relation  to  the  future 
water  needs  of  our  community.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  ROAD  AGENT 

This  Bicentennial  year  began  with  the  usual  snow  storms 
which  required  plowing  and  sanding  of  our  roads.  For 
economic  reasons  very  little  brush  was  removed  from  the  road- 
sides in  the  spring.  A  hazardous  tree  was  also  removed  from 
Clements  Lane. 

Summertime  brought  the  mixing  of  a  large  amount  of  cold 
patch.  This  was  used  to  overlay  the  severely  broken  surface  on 
part  of  South  Road.  Asphalt  seal  was  then  applied  on  this  and 
part  of  Giles  Road.  Other  work  consisted  of  replacing  and 
repairing  of  signs,  patching  of  potholes,  cleaning  of  culverts, 
mowing  of  roadsides,  and  tending  to  damaged  trees.  Summer 
maintenance  ended  with  some  ditch  work  on  Joslin  Hill. 

December's  weather  included  freezing  rain  and  snow. 
Plowing  and  sanding  had  to  be  done.  Salt  was  purchased  to  mix 
with  sand  that  is  spread  on  the  highways.  This  exhausted  the 
budget  for  the  winter  and  1976. 

Each  year  there  is  a  definite  increase  of  traffic  on  our 
highways.  For  the  safety  of  travelers,  more  attention  must  be 
payed  to  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  road  con- 
ditions. There  are  culverts  and  guardrails  that  have  decayed 
and  need  repair  or  replacement.  Ditches  have  filled  with  leaves, 
sand,  and  debris;  if  water  cannot  drain,  road  surfaces  can  be 
damaged  from  washouts  and  freezing.  As  trees  and  brush  con- 
tinue to  grow  they  shade  the  road  and  can  cause  cold  and 
slippery  spots,  which  are  hazardous.  This  means  more  sanding 
and  more  cost  to  taxpayers  in  the  future. 

For  years  the  road  agent  of  this  town  has  had  to  bypass 
some  of  these  areas  of  maintenance  because  of  budget 
limitations  set  by  the  Selectmen.  The  cost  for  these  im- 
provements can  be  kept  to  a  minimum  if  the  work  is  done  in  the 
near  future,  before  a  crisis  situation  develops.  The  better  the 
road  condition,  the  easier  it  is  to  maintain,  thus  the  cost  of 
maintenance  will  remain  low  in  the  future.

When  this  had 
been  done  he  was  declared  elected. 

Article  III.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years.

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  that  the  District  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
the  salaries  for  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  district  the  sum  of 
$293,530.00. 
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Article  VII.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  com- 
mittees or  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  to  accept 
the  auditors'  report. 

Richard  Pelley,  a  member  of  the  committee  authorized  at 
the  last  annual  district  meeting  "to  study  the  quality  of  teaching 
in  Supervisory  Union  #16  and  report  back  at  the  next  annual 
School  District  Meeting,"  submitted  a  written  report  which  is  a 
part  of  the  record  of  this  meeting.  It  was  moved,  seconded,  and 
voted  to  accept  the  report  and  plarp  it  on  file. 

School  Board  member  tva  Smith  spoke  about  the  1976- 
77  school  calendar. 

Article  VIII.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
come  before  this  meeting. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  another  committee  be 
appointed  by  the  moderator  to  look  into  the  administration, 
procedures  and  assignment  of  courses  in  the  junior  and  senior 
high  programs  as  they  relate  to  students  from  East  Kingston.

A  comment  was  made  regarding  the  absence  of 
playground  equipment  at  Brown's  Academy. 

It  was  voted  to  adjourn  at  8:40  p.m.

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EAST  KINGSTON  DISTRICT  REPORT 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Jeff  Quinn  reports  "The  year  1976,  The  Bicentennial  Year, 
was  an  active  one  for  the  East  Kingston  Elementary  School.  I 
feel  our  children's  lives  were  enriched  by  the  various  activities 
the  school  had  to  commemorate  this  year."  As  he  speaks  of 
this  I  recall  that  a  major  thread  running  through  the  history  of 
American  education  has  been  a  concern  for  students  as  in- 
dividuals. After  all,  the  persistent  theme  of  American  education 
is  the  optimum  fullfillment  of  the  individual.  Schools  have  a 
responsibility  to  facilitate  those  qualities  which  will  enable 
students  to  interact  compatibly  with  others,  to  become 
economically  sufficient,  to  use  communication  skills  effective- 
ly, and  to  assume  civic  responsibilities. 

When  one  speaks  of  the  "return  to  the  basics"  it  is  clear 
that  East  Kingston  never  left  them.  We  have,  and  we  will  con- 
tinue to  provide  a  solid  basic  education  to  fulfill  the  goals  men- 
tioned in  the  above  paragraph. 

Jeff  Quinn,  the  school  principal,  comments  on  this  area  as 
follows,  "The  staff  at  the  school  remained  unchanged  during 
this  year  as  we  continue  the  business  of  educating  our  young. 
There  is  much  evidence  that  the  newer  members  of  our  staff, 
as  well  as  the  more  familiar  members,  are  having  a  valuable  im- 
pact on  the  lives  of  your  children.  I  am  proud  of  the  calibre  of 
this  staff,  and  their  professionalism  is  only  exceeded  by  their 
sincere  care  for  the  total  growth  of  each  child. 

The  continuous  progress  of  each  child  in  reading  and 
mathematics  is  one  of  our  major  concerns.  Every  attempt  is 
made  to  provide  the  best  possible  experiences  for  each  child  in 
these  subject  areas.  We  are  finding  that  added  emphasis  needs 
to  be  placed  on  writing  skills.  Continued  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  writing  of  our  students  is  an  ever  present  goal." 

Another  "basic"  as  far  as  I  am  concerned  is  to  develop  our 
students  to  be  responsible  citizens  who  will  understand  the 
tension  between  liberty  and  order,  and  will  use  the  law  as  a 
positive  force  in  their  lives.  The  national  events  of  the  past  few 
years  have  shaken  much  of  the  faith  in  the  law  and  the  support 
of  the  legal  process.  Much  can  be  done  in  the  schools  to  offer  a 
sound  program  of  "guideposts"  in  moral  standards,  values,  and 
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the  ability  to  apply  the  "Golden  Rule".  The  social  studies 
courses  now  being  implemented  in  East  Kingston  will  aid  in  the 
endeavors  of  instilling  citizenship  aims. 

Each  of  us  can  help  in  providing  the  best  possible  educa- 
tion for  our  youngsters.  Jeff  Quinn  states  "I  would  like  to  make 
a  special  note  of  the  valuable  contribution  made  to  the  school 
by  various  members  of  the  community.  The  Parent-Teacher 
Organization  has  given  excellent  support  to  the  school  and  to 
the  education  of  our  children.  This  support  is  very  important  to 
the  children,  and  it  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  staff.  Also, 
Mrs.  Jane  Bowley  continues  to  serve  our  children  as  school 
librarian  each  week.  We  consider  her  efforts  invaluable."  Final- 
ly, I  would  like  to  thank  the  East  Kingston  Community  for  the 
privilege  of  serving  them  and  for  their  generous  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR 
Daniel  C.  Durgin 

Rising  prices,  increased  cost  for  services,  higher  utility 
rates,  inflation  -  none  of  us  is  unfamiliar  with  what  the  foregoing 
represents. 

Unfortunately,  school  districts  are  no  less  subject  to  the 
economics  of  our  society  than  are  we  as  individuals.  Because 
just  as  we  are  consumers,  so  too  is  a  school  district.  Being  a 
consumer  of  goods  and  services,  the  school  district  is  con- 
fronted with  the  same  budgetary  pressures  as  every  family. 

The  impact  of  sharply  rising  costs  on  the  school  district  is 
usually  dramatic  and  has  a  direct  effect  on  every  resident, 
whether  property  owner  or  renter.  Assuming  no  significant  in- 
crease in  revenue  from  state  sources,  the  property  tax  must 
continue  to  bear  the  burden  of  inflation.  Although,  this  is  a 
most  serious  problem  for  everyone,  some  communities  with  a 
broader  tax  base  (taxable  property  which  includes  not  only 
residences  but  significant  non-residential  property  as  well)  are 
better  able  to  cope  with  the  problem  than  others.  It  is  the  small 
community  comprised  of  mainly  modest  residential  property 
that  gives  one  particular  cause  for  concern. 

Typically,  the  small  school  district,  such  as  East  Kingston, 
Newfields  or  Kensington,  has  an  equalized  valuation  (the  dollar 
amount  of  taxable  property  assessed  at  total  value  or  100%)  of 
under  $20,000,000.  A  district  with  an  equalized  valuation  of 
$12,000,000  for  example,  would  have  to  raise  its  tax  rate  the 
equivalent  of  $1.00  for  each  $12,000  of  increased  expenditure. 
In  other  words,  adding  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  a  little 
more  than  an  experienced  teacher's  salary  to  the  school 
budget  would  add  $1.00  to  the  tax  rate. 

Salary  increases  to  staff  have  a  significant  effect  on  the 
school  budget.  Although  the  size  of  the  increase  is  important,  it 
is  also  important  to  note  the  number  of  staff  members  covered 
by  the  increase.  For  example,  a  6%  increase  granted  to  all  Ex- 
eter staff  would  increase  the  budget  by  approximately  $160,000 
equivalent  to  $1.25  on  the  tax  rate  based  on  current  valuation. 
Add  to  that  another  8%  for  social  security  and  retirement  which 
are  tied  directly  to  salary  and  we  have  an  additional  $12,800. 

So  a  hypothetical  increase  of  6%,  which  is  not  an  uncom- 
mon occurance  today  in  the  public  or  private  sector,  raises  ex- 
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penditures  by  $172,800  before  consideration  of  textbooks,  fuel 
oil,  utilities,  equipment,  insurance  and  the  many  other  items 
that  make  up  the  total  school  budget.  It  is  this  kind  of  situation 
that  confronts  every  school  board  and  administrator. 

While  salaries  rise  in  response  to  pressures  brought  about 
by  inflation,  costs  of  other  goods  and  services  necessary  to  the 
operation  of  the  school  district  increase  at  what  often  is  a  more 
rapid  rate. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  what  has  happened  in  the  past  four 
years  to  the  price  of  fuel  oil.  In  1973-74,  the  total  amount 
budgeted  for  fuel  oil  in  the  six  towns  of  S.U.  #16  was  $32,450. 
For  1977-78,  a  total  of  $77,336  has  been  budgeted  or  a  138%  in- 
crease. Fuel  costs  over  the  same  period  have  climbed  ap- 
proximately 157%. 

Although  fuel  is  an  extreme  example,  increases  in  virtually 
every  other  expenditure  area  can  be  cited.  Even  something  as 
subtle  as  increased  values  of  school  buildings  leads  to  in- 
creased expenses  due  to  the  need  to  raise  insurance  coverage 
to  keep  pace  with  higher  replacement  costs. 

Coping  with  the  problems  of  our  economy  is  not  an  easy 
nor  a  pleasant  task.  Among  other  things,  it  requires  careful 
planning,  management  based  on  accurate  information  and, 
above  all,  restraint. 

With  the  continued  cooperation  of  everyone  concerned, 
we  shall  strive  to  provide  the  best  education  possible  with  the 
resources  available.

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EAST  KINGSTON  SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

The  school  year  is  different  from  the  calendar  year.  The 
Educational  process  begins  in  September  and  ends  in  June. 
This  is  the  area  that  most  people  with  school  age  children  are 
interested  in.  The  business  aspect  of  schooling  runs  from  July 
to  July. 

Our  year  is  better  than  half  over  in  both  aspects.  This  has 
been  a  good  year.  Economically  we  are  running  with  the 
leaders  in  cost  control  in  our  elementary  schools.  Of  the  154 
approved  elementary  school  districts  in  the  state,  146  did  a 
poorer  job  of  spending  their  money  in  75-76,  and  only  seven 
districts  did  a  better  job  than  East  Kingston.  Our  per  pupil 
costs  were  $689.78  compared  with  the  number  one  spender  at 
$2,609.44  per  pupil. 

The  secondary  education  costs  are  fixed  for  us.  All  of  the 
sending  towns  to  the  AREA  schools  in  Exeter  have  to  pay  the 
fixed  tuition  rates.  This  rate  is  set  by  a  formula  which  is  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  At  this  time  it  is  far 
less  expensive  to  send  the  children  to  Exeter  than  to  try  going  it 
alone.  We  are  also  bound  by  contract  to  the  AREA  schools. 
Some  of  the  reasons  that  we  have  been  able  to  work  so 
economically  are: 

a.  We  have  been  able  to  make  good  sound  decisions 
within  the  Board  itself. 

b.  The  Trustees  of  Brown's  Academy  donate  untold 
thousands  of  dollars  in  services  each  year. 

c.  The  selectmen  and  planning  boards  both  past  and 
present  have  done  a  very  good  job  in  growth  control  of 
the  town. 

Academically  our  teachers  have  a  winning  trend  going  for 
them.  In  testing  which  took  place  in  November  of  1976,  our  se- 
cond and  third  graders  received  the  highest  scores  in  Super- 
visory Union  #16.  In  the  total  grade  composite  score  in  com- 
parison with  the  rest  of  the  United  States,  the  second  grade 
was  in  the  99th  percentile.  The  third  grade  was  in  the  98th 
percentile.  Someone  must  be  doing  something  right.  We  feel 
that  our  capable  teaching  staff  is  doing  a  fine  job  with  the  young 
people   of  East  Kingston.
